"ee * Naples, May 23, 1783. 
AM happy now to have it in my power to give you, and 
y my brethren of the Royal Society, fome little idea of the 
‘infinite damage done, and of the various phenomena exhibited, 
by che earthquakes (which began the 5th of February lait, and 
eutinne to bé fenfibly, though lefs violenely, felt to this day) 
if the two Calabrias, at Metlina, and in the parts of Sicily 
nearelt to the comtinent. From the moit authentic reports, and 
accounts ‘received at the Offices of his Sicifian Majeity’s Se- 
vof State, we gathered in general, that the part of Ca- 
kivia, which has been moft affected by this heavy calamity, is 
that: which is comprehended between the 38th and goth de- 
ves; that the greatett force of the earthquakes feemed to have 
egerted infelf from’ the foot of thofe mountains of the Apen- 
nines; called the Monte Deio, Monte Sacro, and Monte Cau- 
lone, extending weftward to the T'yrene fea; that the towns, 
vwtlages; and-farm-houfes, neareft thefe mountains, fituated ei- 


(hidek-of the'sth of February about noon, and that the greatelt 
mortality was there ; that'in proportion as the towns and vil- 
lages were at a gteater diftance from this center, the damage 
diftant towns had been greatly damaged by the fabfequent fhocks 
of the earthquake, and efpecially by thufe of the 7th, the 26th, 
snd 28th of February, and that of the ift of March ; that from 
the firft fhock, the sth of February, the earth continued to be 
in a continual tremor, more or lefs, and that the fhocks were 
more fenfibly felt at times in fome parts of the afflicted provin- 
ces than in others ; that the motion of the earth had been va- 
rious, and, according to the Italian denomination, varticojo, 
orizontale, and ofcillatorio, either whirling like a vortex hori- 
zontal, or by pulfations, or beating from the bottom upwards ; 
thar’ this variety of motion’had increafed the apprehenfions of 
the unfortunate inhabitants of thofe parts, who expedted every 
nidnient ‘that the earth would opon: under their feet, and fwal- 
low thém‘up ¥ that the rains had been. continual and_ violent, 
often” accompanied with lightning, and irregular and furions 
guts of wind-;:that from all. thefe caufes, the face of the earth 
of that.part of Calabria (comprehended as above-mentioned be- 
tWween'te 38th and ggth degrees) was entirely altered, particu- 
larly-on-the weftward fide of the mountains above-named ; that 
many openings and cracks had been’ made in thofe parts; that: 
fome hills had been lowered, amd others quite levelled ;- that 
inthe .plains, deep chafins had been made, by which many 
roads.were rendered inipaTible ; that huge mountains had been 
‘alunder, and parts of them driven to a confiderable. di- 
3 that deep vallies had been filled up by the mauntains 
(which formed thofe vallies) having been detached by the vio- 
lence afithe earthquakes, and joined together ; that the courfe 
of. fome rivers had been altered ; that many fprings of water 
had appeared in places that were perfealy dry before; and thar, 
in other parts, {prings that had been conftant had totally difap- 
‘peared ; that near Laurcana, in Calabria Ultra, a fingular phe- 
nomenon had been produced ; that the furface of two whole te- 
semeats, with large olive and mulberry trees thereon, fituated 
4 valley. perfeSly level, had been detached: by the earth- 
quake, and traofplanted, the trees {till remaining in their pla- 
ces, to the diftance of about a mile’ from their firft fituations ; 
and that from the {pot on which they formerly ftood, hot water 
{prung ap ta a confiderable height, mixed with fand of a 
fesruginous uature ; that ‘near this place alfo fome countrymen

The accounts which this government has, seceived from the 
province of Cofenza, are leis melanchuly, than thofe from the 
province of Calabria Ultra. From Cape Savero to the Cape 
of Cetraro on the weftern coaft, the inland countries,, as well 
as thofe on the coa(t, are faid to have fuffered more or lefs in 
proportion to their proximity to the fappofed centre of the 
earthquakes ; and it has been conftantly obferved, that it$ preat- 
eft viulence has been exerted, and fill continues to be fo, oa 
the weftern fide of the Apennines, precifely the celebrated Sila 
of the ancient Bratii, and that all thofe countries Gtnated to the 
eaftward of the Sila bad felt the thocks of :the earthquake, but 
without having received any damage from them. In the province 
of Cofenza there dees not appear to be above 199 lives loit. In 
the laft accounts from the moit afflicted part of Calabria Ultra, 
two fingular phafnomena are mentioned, At about the diftance 
of three miles Seats the ruined City of Oppido, there was.a hill 


hill, by the thock of the sth of February, jumped to the di- 
{tance of about four miles from the fpot whiere it ftood, into a 
plain, called the Campo di Bafflano. At the faine time the hill 
on which the town of Oppido ftood, which extended about 
three miles, divided into two, and as its fituation was between 
two rivers, its ruins filled up the valley, and ftopped the courfe 
of thofe rivers: two great lakes are already ed, and are 
daily increafing, which lakes, if means are not found to drain 
them, and give the rivers theie due courfe, in a fhort time 
mult infect the air greatly. 

From Sicily the accounts of the moft ferious nature. were: 
thofe of the deftruction of the greateft part of the noble city of 
Meffina, by rhe fhock of the sth of February, and of the re- 
maining paris of the fubfequent ones ; thatthe kay in the port 
had funk confiderably, and was:in fome. places a palm and a 
half uoder water ; that the fuperb bedldir the Palazata, 
which gave the port a more magnificent appearance than any 
port in Eurupe can boaft of, had been entirely rained ; that 
the Lazaret had been greatly datiaged ; but that the Citadel 
had fuffered litle ; that the Mother Church had fallen ; in fhart, 
that Meffina was no more; that the tower at the point of the 
entrance of the Faro was half deftroyed 5 and that the fame 
hot wave, that had done fuch mif_hief at Scilla, ‘had ‘paffed o- 
ver the point, of land at the Faro, and carried off about twenty- 
four people. The Vieroy of Sicily likewife gave an account 
of fome damage done by the earthquakes, but nuthing confider- 
able, at Melazzo, Patti, ‘Terra di’Santa, Lucia, Caftro: Reale, 
and in the ifland of Lipari. : 

This, Sir, was the intelligence I was poffeffed of at the end 
of laft month; but as I am particularly ‘curious, as you know, 
on the fubjeét.of volcanoes, and was perfudded in my own mind 
— the prefent earthquakes being confided to one fpor) that 
ome great chemical operation of nature df the volcanic fore 
was the real caufe of them ; in order to‘tlear up many points, 
and to come at truth, which you alfo well know, Sir, is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, I took the fadden refolution to employ a- 
bout twenty days (which was as much ds!f could allow, and 
have time to be out of Italy, in my way: home, before the heats

and examining with my own eyes the phenomena above men- 
tioned. I accordingly hired for that putpofe a Maltefe Spero- 
nara for myfelf, and « Neapolitan Felucca for my fervants, and 
Jefe Naples the 2d of May. ‘I was farnifhed, by command of 
his Sicilian Majefty, with ample paflports, and orders to the 
-commanding officers of the different provinces, to give me eve- 
ry afliftance and protection in the purfuit of my obje&%. I had 
a pleafant voyage in my Maltete Speronara (which are excel-

rich produ&s of filk and oil, in which this proviece furpaffes 
every other, perhaps in the whole-world, it abounds with corny 
wine, cotton, liquorice, fiuit, and vegetables of every kind g 
and if its population and induttry kept pace with its fexgility, 
the revenue of Calabria Ultra might furely be, more than dou- 
bled in a fhort time. I faw whole groves of mulberry-trees, the 
owners of which told me, did not Jet for more than five fhil- 
lings an acre, when every acre would be worth at leaft five 
pounds, had they hands to gather the leaves and artend the filk- 
worms. ‘I'he cown of Monteleone, anciently Vibo Valentia, is 
beautifully fituate on a hill, overlooking the fea amd the rich 
plains above-mentioned, bounded by the Apennines, and crown-. 
ed by Afpramonte, the highelt of them all, interfperfed wir 
towns and villages, which, alas! are.no more, than heaps 
ruins, “The town of Monteleone fuffered little by the frit thocks 
of the earthquake ; but was greatly.damaged hy that of the 2c 
of March (though only twelve-lives were loit,) and all the in- 
habitants are reduced to live.in. barracks, many of which are 
well cunitrudted with either planks or reeds, covered with plai, 
fter on the ourfide. As this country: has. ever, been fabje& to 
earthquakes, the barons had ufua'ly a barrack near. their _pa- 
lace, to retire to on the leait alarm of an earthquake. I inhabited 
here a magnificent one, confilting of many rooms sweell furnith- 
ed, which was buile by the prefent Duke of Monseleone’s. 
grand-father. I owe the fafety and the expedition of the very 
interefting journey which I have raken through this province tu 
this Duke’s goudaefs, as he was pleafed at Naples to furnifl, 
me with a lerrer to his agent: -in confequence of which J was 
not only moft hofpitably and elegantly treated in his. barracks, 
and fupplied with excellent fare-tuoted hortes for myfelf and 
fervant, but alfo with ewo of his horfe-guards, well acquainted 
with the crofs-roads of the country, without which it would 
have been impofhble, with any degree of fafety, to have vificea 
every curious {pot between Monteleone and Reggio, as I did, 
in four days. No one, that has not had rhe experience, can 
conceive the horrid {tate of the ‘roads in Calabria, even in this 
feafow, nor the fuperior excellence of the horfes.of the country. 
All agreed here that every fhock of the earthquake feemed to 
come with a rambling noife from the weftward, beginning ufual- 
ly with the horizon al motion, aud ending with the vorticofe, 
which is the motion that has ruined mott uf the buildings in this 
province. The fame obfervation I found te be a genegal one 
throughout this province. I fuund it a general obfereation alfo, 
that befere a fhock of an earthquake, the clouds feemed to be 
fixed and motioniefg; and that immediately after a heavy 
thower of rain, a thock quickly followed . I ipgke with many 
here and elfewhere, who were thrown down. by’ the. violence 
ot fome of the thocks; and. feveral peafants_ in the» coonuy 
told me, that the motion of the earth was fo violent 
that the heads of the largeit trees almoft touched the groun,j :
